o) Assurances of compliance with Federal regulations in such matters as radiation safety 
and human subjects, non-debarment assurances, conflict of interest, laboratory animal 
care and use guidelines, and tax exempt status, and other required institutional 
certifications and representations required by governmental agencies or sponsors for 
extemaUy-fundedprograrns. I expect that you will execute these assurances only after 
you have diligently assured that we are in compliance with the stipulated requirements.

c) Other agreements and contracts that you deem appropriate or necessary. 

The authority to delegate signature authority for these contracts is set forth in the Regulations of the 
Board of Trustees (University of Akron Rule 3359-7-01). By delegating this authority to you, I 
expect you will act with due diligence in the preparation, review, and execution of these agreements 
by always acting in the best interest of the University. You are not authorized to execute any other 
agreement on behalf of the University of Akron. 

Each time you sign a contract for the University, it is important that you note your responsibility for 
reading the contract entirely and determining that: 

© The contract accurately reflects the current state of negotiations between the parties; 

• The contract meets program and University mission requirements; 

• The contract is in the best interest of the University; 

© You can insure compliance with the obligations placed on the University; 
9 Risk management concerns have been reasonably addressed; and 

• The contract is sufficiently clear and consistent.
